Armistice Being More Eagerly Sought By Both 
Germany and Austria— Gzechs In

W ashington, Oct. 30.— Another note from the Germ an government 
reached W ashington today. 
It supplem ents the last brief comm unica­ 
tion saying arm istice term s w ere aw aited by reciting in detail govern­ 
m ental changes which have taken place in Germ any as evidenced by 
the kaiser being deprived of all power of making w ar and negotiating 
peace . T h * ' tim e the Germ ans do not address 
President 
W ilson 
personally, but send the inform ation for the Am erican government, 
apparently recognizing the stage of personal appeal has passed with 
the transm ission of their arm istice and peace plea to the allies. 
It reiterates that the actual power and responsibility of the Ger­ 
man governm ent has been transferred to the reichstag and describes 
the progress of the necessary constitutional changes. 
T h e note probably w ill be forw arded im m ediately to Paris, where 
the supreme w ar council already is reported to have form ulated terms 
on w hich the United States and the allies might perm it a cessation 
of hostilities. 


As word of the new Germ an m ove came it was learned President 
W ilso n was working on a reply to the last note from Vienna, in which 
A u stria accepted all conditions of the president and asked for arm is­ 
tice proposals. 
Fred erick Oederlin, the Sw iss charge, received the Germ an note 
and appeared at the state departm ent shortly before noon to d elivtr 
it. 
The arm istice program said to have been prepared by the supreme 
w ar council had not been repotted on early today by the Am erican 
representatives.

One year ago the Italian arm ies were streaming 
the Isonzo with a great m ilitary disaster imminent. 
British and French, with Am ericans in reserve, 
they 
are 
pouring 
through a breach in the enemy lire at the Piave river. 
Valdobbia- 
dende has been captured, Conegliano has been occupied and along a 
line south of the Treviso-Oderzo railroad the allies are moving steadily 
ahead. 
Prisoners numbering more than 20,000 have heen taken dur­ 
ing the fighting. 
Reports from the Piavp front seem to indicate that 
after the first rush of the allies the 
Austrian 
resistance 
weakened 
greatly and there are indications at the center of the line the enemy’s 
defense has been crushed. 
The sweep of the allies eastward gained 
momentum during the past day and the next few days may see the 
whole Austrian arm y fronting the Piave in retreat toward the Tag- 
liamento. 


Not only are the Austrian lines yielding on the Piave front, but 
further north and west the allies are reported advancing. 
The cap­ 
ture of Conegliano, the key of the Austrian positions, is considered 
a fatal blow to the enemy plans to hold north of the line where the 
allied wedge has been driven deep into the Austrian line. 
Bitter fighting has been going on in the Meuse sector during the 
last day or two. 
East of the Meuse the Am erican forces have moved 
ahead once more and have wrested important positions from the G er­ 
mans. 
W est of the Meuse the Germans have been heavily bombard­ 
ing the American lines with gas and high explosive shells. 
Am erican 
long range artillery has been pounding the enemy positions. 
W est of the Argonne the French have begun an attack promising 
to turn the line, which is very important to the enemy. 


The new attack was over the front from Quentin-le-Petit to Herpy, 
north of the Aisne, and progress made in the first few hours indicated 
that important results are within reach. 
On the Oise-Serre front the French are slow ly tightening their 
hold on Hnes about Guise, while south of that town they are moving 
ahead in spite of the desperate resistance on the part of the enemy. 
In the neighborhood of Valenciennes the British 
are apparently 
checked for the moment at least. 
No significant progress has been 
made there during the past day or two. 
North of Valenciennes the French, British and 
Belgians 
have 
improved their lines, but do not appear to have broken through the 
German defensive line defending Ghent.
